Windy Corner. Hailwood put up the lap re- 
cord to 108.77 mph on the four cylinder Honda 
but Agostini was leading by a couple of seconds 
when he broke down. 

Said Hailwood: “That second lap was just 
about as fast as I could go. I made up quite a 
bit of time but lost it all at the pit stop when I 
had to fix the throttle. 

“The throttle started to work loose again 
on the fifth lap and on the last lap I was riding 
virtually one-handed. In fact, I had almost to 
stop once to push it back on again.and was 
holding it on for most of the lap.” 

Hailwood, who completed his second TT 
hat-trick by winning the 250, 350 and 500 races, 
now holds the all-time record of 12 TT wins.

above 250 b.h.p./litre and 
approaching 300 b.h.p./litre. 

This remarkable level of 
performance has been reach- 
ed by working with rotary- 
disc intake valves, larger 
carburetors, increased com- 
pression ratios and through 
lengthy development of in- 
take, transfer and exhaust 
port timing, The improve- 
ments in exhaust systems. 
have come not only from 











theoretical research, but 
from numerous trial-and- 
error development  pro- 


grammes. Much is yet to 
be learned. Technical papers 
supply qualitative data, but 
we still rely on “cut and try”) 
for final development. 
INTAKE SYSTEM 


While inertia’ and reason- 
ant effects in the two-stroke 
engine's intake system may 
have  theoratical import- 
ance, we are not yet able to 
make positive use of these 
effects, Owing:to the compli- 





mechanism of the rotary- 
valves and a necessarily re- 
mote-mounted electrical sys- 
tem, outweigh the advant- 
ages in improved power out- 
put, For these reasons, and 
to maintain the optimum re- 
lationship between perform- 
ance and costs, we use con- 
ventional _ piston-controlled 
intake ports in our mass- 
produced, twin-cylinder en- 
gines, 


Piston-port intake systems 
are at a fundamental disad- 
vantage because they give 
only symetrical timing. Thus, 
if the valve-opening point is 
selected to give maximum 
crankcase charging, valve- 
closing will occur too late for 
the charge to be retained. 
The reverse is also true. 
Therefore, timing selection 
becomes a compromise, and 
if set to give good results at 
high ‘engine speeds, the 
charge tends to blow back 
out of the crankcase at low 
speeds, decreasing delivery 
eMciency significantly: 

On the other hand, open- 
ing and closing points for 
rotary-dise valves can be de- 
cided independently, and 
erankease charging and de- 
livery are improved, More- 
over, even with timing suit- 
able for high engine speeds, 
blow-back at low speeds is

Hence, to insure ade- 
quate mixture delivery in a 
high-speed engine, crankcase 
volume should be made as

To reduce the crankcase 
volume of our engines, we 
the following 
methods: decrease crank- 
shaft diameter; narrow the 
gap between the crank-webs 
(flywheels); fill the balance 
holes in the crank-webs with 
light-alloy plugs and reduce 
the clearances between 
crankshaft and crankcase. To

EXHAUST AND 
TRANSFER-PORT TIMING 


Basically, in determining 
exhaust and transfer port 
timing, it is necessary to pro- 
vide a combination of port 
area and port-open duration 
suited to the desired engine 
characteristics. | Obviously, 
combination total can be had 
by widening the port or by 
adding to its height. How- 
ever, Yamaha's experimental 
wesults show that port height 
has the greater influence on 
engine performance, 

Port width is determined 
by the protrusion of the pis- 
ton rings into the port, which 
is excessive, drastically 
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onan at ones 
cated shape of the intake 
system, calculating the be- 
haviour of the gases is not 
possible. In any case, experi- 
ments show that these intake 
systems do not haye inertia 
or reasonant effects to»any 
great extent. Hence, our ef- 
forts are confined to making 
the intake passage as large 
as possible, and to reducing 
flow resistance in the pass- 
age. 

The adoption of rotary- 
disc intake valves in small 
two-stroke engines has been 
a great advance in terms of 
power out-put. Without this 
we could not successfully 
challenge the four-stroke 
racing engine, Disc valyes 
have been used in our single 
cylinder production engines, 
but many difficult problems 
remain to be solved before 
they can be applied to the 
twin-cylinder engines, For 
the vastly more complicated 























relatively little because the 
valve closes early in the 
crankcase compression 
stroke. Much earlier than for 
a piston-port engine having

As a net effect the rotary 
valve engine has an approxi- 
mately 20 per cent advantage 
in power output compared to 
a conventional piston-port 
engine. 

An added advantage from 
the reduced blow-back at low 
engine speeds is that carbu- 
retor jetting for optimum 
mixture is more easily estab- 
lished, and specific fuel’ con- 
sumption is decreased, 

CRANKCASE 
COMPRESSION 

In a research paper pre- 
sented before the Japanese 
Society of Mechanical Engin- 
cers, Professor Nagao related

mum port width is about 70- 
degrees, measured from the 
cylinder axis, In touring 
engines, the figure should be 
65 to 66-degrees, The dis- 
tance separating transfer 
ports from the exhaust de- 
pends greatly on the shape 
‘and angle of the former, and 
must be determined experi- 
mentally, 

Port height must not only 
be suited to engine speed, 
but also to take advantage 
‘(in exhaust port's tase) of 
special exhaust system of- 
fects, Exhaust port height 
must be such that the cylin- 


der is cleared before the 


transfer ports open, but not 
so high that the exhaust pro- 
cess borrows excessively 


from the power stroke. From 
our experiments, optimum 
exhaust timing for a touring 
engine would seem to be 
about 100-degrees after top 
centre. Transfer port timing 
(opening about 65-degrees 
before bottom centre) may 
not have to be changed when 
the exhaust timing is ad- 
vanced to increase power at 
a higher engine speed be- 
cause the interval between 
exhaust opening and transfer 
opening should also be in- 
creased to meet that situa- 


tion, 
Small two-stroke engines 
almost universally have 


Schnurle, or “loop” scaveng- 
ing. After much gas-flow re- 
search, all types of scaveng- 
ing systems emerge as being, 
equal, or nearly so, in scav- 
enging and charging efficien- 
cy. However, the almost flat 
piston crown used in loop- 
scavenging engines is super- 
ior, in terms of weight and 
thermal loading, to the haf- 
fled pistons necessary in 
crossflow engines, 


COMBUSTION CHAMBER 


Effective stroke volume 
(that above the top of the 
exhaust port) is quite small, 
and requires a very small 
combustion chamber volume 
to give a sufficiently high 
compression ratio. We have 
found in experiments that 
combustion’ chamber shape 
at any given compression 
ratio has no great influence 
on engine output. Therefore, 
in all our engines we use 
a simple, easily-manufactur- 
ed hemispherical chamber, 
surroounded by a “Squish” 
band. This gives a short dis- 
tance for flame travel, and 
the action between the 
squishband and the piston, 
as it comes up to top-centre, 
produces a turbulance that 
speeds the combustion pro- 
cess, The upper limit for 
compression ratio is deter- 
mined not only by detona- 
tion and other compression 
process irregularities, but 
also by the effects of thermal 
loads on spark-plugs, pistons 
and cylinder heads, 

For touring engines, and 
with commercially available 
fuels, the limit for effective 
compression ratio (measured 
from the exhaust port) is 
considered to be 7.5:1. In 
“sports” engines, the limit 
is 80:1 and racing engines 
can go up to 9,5:1. 

EXHAUST SYSTEMS 

In high speed engines, 
Where much of the nominal 
compression stroke takes 
place before the exhaust port 
closes, there is a problem 
with retaining the fresh 
charge in the cylinder, 
Nevertheless it is possible 
to get a charging efficiency 
even greater than a hundred 
per cent of the total cylinder 
volume by utilizing a spe 
clal-effects exhaust system. 
But the exhaust system must 
be properly designed, taking 
into consideration not only 
the behaviour of its own 
guses, but those in the trans- 
fer. and intake systems as 
well, 


For our Grand Prix racing 
engines, we construct ex- 
haust systems consisting of 
a tapered exhaust pipe con- 
nected to a large expansion 
chamber and terminating in 
a tapered baffle at its end. 
Here, the  exhaust-pulse 
supercharging mechanism is 
clearly shown. Owing to the 
throttling at the end of the 
exhaust system, a high back- 
pressure is incurred and it 
reflecls a wave to create a 
high pressure near the ex- 
haust port at the time of 
transfer-port closing. This 
pushes the air/fuel mixture 
back into the cylinder and 
prevents if from being lost 
down the exhaust pipe, 
















































































Exhaust energy is also 
used to evacuate the cylin- 
der. When the exhaust gases 
being ejected from the cylin- 
der are led into a divergent 
exhaust pipe (megaphone) 
the kinetic energy of the 
gases is converted into pres- 
sure energy, and the pres- 
sure in the port cylinder is 
reduced to something be- 
low atmospheric. This has 
the added benefit of helping 
the fresh charge into the 
cylinder when the transfer 
Ports open, | I 

Many questions regarding 
exhaust system phenomena 
remain unanswered, Conse- 
quently, the optimum can be 
reached only through a 
series of tests, Generally 
speaking, the natural fre- 
quency of the exhaust sys- 
tem should coincide with 
the duration of transfer Port 
opening. Also it may be said 
that in systems having a 
cylindrical exhaust pipe, 
length has a delicate influ: 
ence} in a divergent exhaust 
pipe, it is necessary to have 
tis casey taper, Naturally, 

he shapes of the expansio1 
chamber and throttling pe

COOLING 
High-speed, «high-output 
engine performance depends 
greatly on cooling, Our 
vestigations range from

cooled engines with iron 
cylinders to water-cooled 
engines with — aluminium 


cylinders. From our racing 
motorcycles we have learned 
too that the size of air in- 
lets on streamlined fairings 
can be reduced if ducting is 
used to direct air to the 
cylinders, and that improves 
streamlining. 


Cooling can take place 
internally as well as exter- 
nally. We rely on the vapi 
ization of gasoline for in- 
ternal cooling, and find it 
important to the extent of 
employing richer mixture 
ratios than are normally 
necessary for maximum 
power. There is a loss in 
combustion efficiency and an 
increase in fuel consumption, 
but acceleration is improv- 
ed and engine output does 
not deteriorate excessively, 
even with prolonged full- 
throttle running. 

Racing engines customar- 
ily show a drop in output of 
10 to 20-per cent with con- 
tinuous running, due to tem- 
perature rise, Holding the 
decrease to a minimum has 
the same practical effect as 
an increase in output, The 
over-rich mixture gives less 
power at the moment of 
starting than a “chemically 
” mixture, but after 
a few minutes of running the 
situation is reversed, 

Water-cooling, introduced 
in 1965 in our TT-winning 
125ce twins, gives excellent 
results, Tests with otherwise 
identical air-cooled engines 
showed that the water-cool- 
ed versions had an over 50- 
per cent advantage in terms 
of power-loss under pro- 
longed running. Both lose 
Power, but the water-cooled 
engine holds much nearer 
its initial output and that 
justifies the increased weight 
and complexity of the cool- 
ing system, 

The water-cooling system's 
weight can be reduced by 
using higher coolant temper- 
atures. This gives a more 
rapid transfer of heat from 
the radiator to the air, and 
permits the use of a smaller 
radiator, Using a pump to 
circulate coolant works to- 
Ward the same end, and 
evens temperatures around 
the cylinder as well, these 
being the reasons why 
Yamaha uses pumps instead 
of relying on thermosyphon. 
Charging efficiency drops 
When coolant temperatures 
Increase, and combustion 
irregulanities may be in- 
duced, but this is offset by 
reduced mechanical losses, 

LUBRICATION

Yamaha has solved many 
of the problems with the 
“Autolube” oil-injection sys- 
tem, which uses an engine- 
driven, plunger-type pump 
to meter precise quantities 
of vilaccording.to speed and 
load. To meet the wide range 
of conditions, the Autolube 
system goes from tHe equiv- 
alent of a 13:1 fuel/oil ratio 
all (he Way to 70:1. 

It is still not known in de- 
tail how to best lubricate an 
engine's sliding and rotat- 
ing parts, either in the type 
of ofl or its distribution. 
Also, the movements of oil 
within the engine remains 
relatively uncharted. These 
things are being investigat- 
ed, using radio-isotope trac- 
ers, 

BEARINGS 


Until recently, plain phos- 
phor-bronze bushings were 
commonly used at the con- 
necling-rod's small end. Now, 
there is a change to needle- 
roller bearings, which was 
brought about by lubrica- 
tion problems, There is not 
enough oil, with the tem- 
perature present, to ade- 
quately lubricate a plain 
bushing. In contrast, a roll- 
et bearing will function 
even with imperfect lubrica- 
tion, and these have been 
used at the crank-pin from 
the first. 

Retainers used for the con- 
necling-rod bearings have a 
very great effect on bear- 
ing life. Until two or three 
years ago, phosphor-bronze 
was used for making re- 
tainers, It is easy to machine 
and kind to things it sculls 
against. However, its 
vsttength is poor, especially 
at high temperatures, and 
it is suitable only when 
crank speeds do not exceed 
7300 rpm. We do not use 
steel retainers, hardened by 
cyaniding and copper-plated. 
Silver-plating is used on the 
retainer for our highspeed 
engines. In both cases, the 
plating acts as a bearing 
surface to prevent excessive 


stroke 


friction 
burning. 

The engines having unit 
cylinder displacements above 
125cc, thrust washers are 
needed at the sides of the 
connecting rod bearings. 

Some skewing if the bear- 
ing rollers is unavoidable 

and this can cause side- 

thrusts on the rod with a 
magnitude said to be from 

65 to 110 pounds. The thrust 
washers support this load. 

Oil seals have also been 
a problem. In cranktasc- 
scavenged engines it is im- 
portant to maintain crank- 
case air-tightness, and that 
requires effective seals. At 
present, NBR rubber is 
used as it has reasonably 
good heat and wear resist- 
ant qualities. Polyacrylic 
rubber was used for its 
superior heat resistance but 
there were problems with 
swelling from gasoline and 
friction. It is rarely used to- 
day. In the immediate future 
there will be seals with lips 
made of teflon, which is 
superior with regard to heat 
resistance and friction. 

PISTONS 

Pistons in high-output 
two-stroke engines are sub- 
jected to high thermal loads 
and problems have been com- 
mon. To cope with these, 
Yamaha uses pistons desi 
ed to give a good heat-path 
between crown and_ skirt, 
with the top ring located as 
high on the piston as possi- 
ble to reduce heat input into 
the piston. Also, to allow 
the tlose fitting of these pis- 
tons in the cylinders, the 
skirts are given a very com- 
plex profile; elliptical, with 
the ellipse ration varying 
down the full length of the 
skirt. 

Piston alloys must have a 
low coefficient of expansion, 
and for that reason we use 
high-silicon aluminium al- 
loys. These alloys expand 
very little with increases in 
temperature, and are also 
superior in terms of wear- 
resistance and strength at 
high temperatures. Both 
qualities are improved with 
increases in the percentage 
of silicon and when silicon 
content is above 20 per cent 
the alloy’s properties are re- 
markable.° Therefore, we 
make our pistons of an 
aluminium alloy containing 
from 20 to 22-per cent sili- 
con despite the fact that it 
is difficult to cast and 
machine. 

At higher piston speeds, 
thinner rings must be used. 
This decreases inertia ef- 
fects on the ring in its 
groove and prevents ring 
fluttering. Ring width in our 
racing engines is only 1 mm 
(.039") and, to minimize 
friction loss, one ring is 
used.

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Graham Stapleton 
off to Europe 


(By ROD DEW) 

The fiery young Christchurch scrambles rider, 
Graham Stapleton—regarded by many as the most 
outstanding prospect produced by New Zealand for 
years—has confirmed his earlier decision to make an 
assault on the European scrambles and moto-cross 
circuits, 

Stapleton, who top scored in the North-South 
scramble at Timaru towards the end of last season, 
has sold the 360 c.c. C.Z, on which he showed so much 
ability and will leave New Zealand with his wife on 
July 10. 

He will initially be based in London where be 
plans to join up with fellow Christchurch rider and 
former New Zealand open champion, Dave Burns. 

Unfortunately, he has been unsuccessful in his 
attempts to arrange for the purchase of two new C.Z,'s 
(a 250 and 360) through the Czecholsavakian Lega- 
tion in Wellington because the factory currently has 
no bikes available. However, he has been promised 
that they will be available to him in three months. 

In the meantime, Stapleton intends to purchase 
a 360 c.c. Swedish Husqvarna and use it until he can 
buy a C.Z., rather than postpone the trip. 

Now only 21, Stapleton has shown tremendous 
promise in the last few years and there are now only 
a few riders in New Zealand who could stay with him 
over any type of terrain. He proved this convincingly 
at the North-South scramble and has confirmed it 
many times since. 

He is a rider who always pushes himself to the 
limit, regardless. of the opposition, and this is prob- 
ably the main reason for his rapid ride to promin- 
ence. There is little chance that he will fail to make 
an impression when he arrives in England. 

In fact, many knowledgable New Zealand com- 
petitors and officials are confident that he will make 
his mark on European moto-cross in a manner which 
no other Kiwi has done before, 

A former New Zealand scrambles champion and 
reigning national 250 c.c, grand prix champion, Kevin 
McCleary, had this to say about Stapleton’s ability: 
“If Graham had had his 360 C.Z. here for the inter- 
national series last season I am sure that neither of 
the Englishmen, Keith Hickman or John Burton, 
would have been able to catch him. Me is certainly 
the best rider in the country today.” 

By going overseas at this stage Stapleton misses 
out on a chance of representing New Zealand in the 
Australian section of the forthcoming international 
moto-cross series but he feels that the intense com- 
petition he will get in Europe will be of more benefit 
to him. 

“I may get a chance to represent New Zealand 
when I get back,” he said. He will be away for 18 
months. 

Stapleton enjoys racing in New Zealand and had 
no intention to travel until recently. “I had not really 
thought about it. Everybody said that I ought to go 
~ and so finally I decided that I might as well.” 

Unlike most travellers to England and the Con- 
tinent, Stapleton is not the slightest bit interested in 
seeing the world and its scenic wonders. “It doesn’t 
mean anything to me. I am going for one reason— 
to race motor-cycles.”

| N.Z’s First T.T. Rider 


New Zealand’s first 

T.T. rider was Mr 
Alex Anderson, he 
rode in the Isle of 
Man T.T, in 1914, 


Mr Anderson always had 
a fascination for speed and 
on leaving school became in- 
terested in motorcycles, In 
1910 he was one of the foun- 
dation members of the Mana- 
watu Motorcycle Club and 
competed in the first races 
which thee lub held on the 
Ashhurst racecourse in 1912. 


He soon rose to the top in 
this sport in New Zealand, 
and in the early part of 1914 
travelled to the Isle of Man 
to compete in the senior 
Tourist Trophy race there. 
By doing so he became the 
‘first New Zealander to com- 
pete. : 


In those days there were 
10 practice days before the 
actual races, and Mr Ander- 
son, riding 3.5 h.p, Triumph 
machine was in the top 


qualifiers. In one round he 
gained fastest time and in 
another, which happened to 








be a wet day, he gained sec- 
ond fastest time. 


Before the race, in those 
days, the machines were 
kept over-night in a large 
marquee under guard, but 
on the day of the race Mr 
Anderson's machine, for the 
first time, was the victim of 
a series of strange mishaps. 
The previous year it was 
suspected that interference 
had taken place to machines 
in the marquee. Mr Ander- 
‘son was forced to retire from 
the race, 

The Triumph Works were 
so pleased with his perform- 
ances on one of its machines 
that it offered to finance his 
trip for the race the follow- 
ing year, but on his return 
to New Zealand the First 
World War had broken out 
and this put paid to any 
more plans for an overseas 
tour. Zl 


Mr Anderson continued 
racing in New Zealand after 
the First World War, but 
nowadays his interest has 
waned. Nevertheless, he still 
thinks it is the greatest 
sport of all.

TRIUMPHS 1-2-3 


This annual two day event 
‘was run on the Saturday and 


Sunday 10th and 11th of 
June, (about a month later 
than usual). Saturday was a 
cold showery winters day 
but Sunday the weather was 
ideal. 


The first of 24 riders from 
Tauranga and Hamilton left 
the Club Hall in Hamilton 
at 8.20 a.m., the rest follow- 
ing at 2 minute intervals, 

The morning ride through 
Gordonton, where the first 
breakdown occurred, contin- 
ued approximately parallel 
with the main route to Auck- 
land. A mixture of sealed 
surface and gravel, it gave 
easy riding. 

Several riders got lost get- 
ting through Auckland, but 
eventually all arrived at the 
Helensville Junchééii stop. 

From there the going got 
tougher and a few more rid- 
ers covered a lot of extra 
miles trying to follow the 
route. After a short easy 
stretch from Te Hana to 
Mangaturoto the way led 
into a bewildering network 
of backroads, and slippery 
pumice surfaces, A check in 
the middle of this was at 
Walotira, Strange unpro- 
nounceable names like 
Tangiteroria added to the 
confusion. Then the rains 
came down and shortly after- 
wards darkness. 

The overnight stop at Dar- 
waville was reached two 
hours late for many, How- 
ever a wash, a meal and 
clean clothes produced a 
quite Unrecognisable crowd 
of 48, Including Marshalls,

wives and girlfriends who 
enjoyed a merry evening at 
the Commercial Hotel, whose 
Proprietors were hospitality 
itself and made light of the 
long drawn out meal hours 
caused by late arrivals. 


The Sunday route began 
at Tokatoka, 10 miles from 
Dargaville and led back to 
Maungaturoto - Kawaka - 
Mangawhai - Warkworth - 
Puhoi and then to the “hor- 
ror stretch"—two miles of 
clay, sometimes a foot deep. 
After the trial one rider 
cleaned a half bucket of 
solid clay from his machine! 


This further delayed the 
many lost again—not that all 
can be blamed for their 
Wanderings, Two signposts 
had disappeared between the 
trial being laid out and run. 


Finally eight riders reach- 
ed Hamilton:\Pour, that hard 
working tail end Charlle (by 
courtesy of Bryan Scobie 
Motors) could not repair, 
arrived on the back of the 
truck, 

Thus ended the hardest 
and longest (at 460 miles) 
Connolly Cup Trial. Never 
had there been so many 
breakdowns (some due to 
lack of preparation) and 
never have so many been 
Jost. 

The result was a well de 
served win to Bruce Odgers 
riding a Triumph 'T100 Who 
Just pipped ‘Trevor Discombe 
by one point.
